Assistants sit at big tables in a 
long room lined with law book 
and volumes of opinions by form er 
attorneys general. Many a legal 
eagle in later life developed his 
wings in the often spirited and 
sometimes hum orous debates. 
Opinions surviving the “ Office 
Court" are reviewed by Sherer and 
Huntington Carlile, first assistant 
attorney general, before going to 
Saxbe for a final check and sign 
mg. 
Of the nearly 230 opinions issued 
by Saxbe. in addition to approval 
of state contracts and sim ilar m at­ 
ters, only one has been lost in a 
Supreme Court test.
